REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1-10 and 12-15 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-3, 8- 
10, 12, and 13 of the current application teach similar subject matter as the prior art of 
Walker etal. However Claims 1-3,8-10, 12, and 13 are allowed for the reasons pointed 
out by the applicant's remarks filed on 17 December 2008 (page 12, 2 nd paragraph). 
Specifically, the prior art fails to teach "selecting specification information on the 
basis of a density level of the pixel to be printed, said specification information 
specifying how many dots of a single size are printed on the pixel to be printed by 
specifying which one or more movements of the plurality of movements of the 
print head are used to print a particular dot on the pixel to be printed'. 

3. Claims 4-7, 14, and 15 are allowed for depending on an allowable base claim 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
